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LOUIS JOHNSON IS 
KILLED AT THE MILL 


He Received Fatal Injuries While 


Working Back of Band Saw 


at Early Hour. 


DIED AT ST. JOSEPH S HOSPITAL 


Yowl* Man was Eighteen Years 


of Age and His Home was 


Near Royalton. 


A young man by the name of r#ouis 
Johnson, age 18 years 
received in­ 
juries alxwt 3 o el >ck this morning 
at the Brainerd Lumber company 
mill where he was at work, from 
which he died shortly after being 
brought to St. Joseph's hospital, 
which was about -4:45 a. rn. 
Dr. J. A. Tbabes was called to the 
hospital to attend the man, but lib* 
was at that tine* nearly extinct and 
he died a fe-v minutes after the 
physician s arrival. 
It seems that Johnson was not em­ 
ployed at his regular occupation 
when the fatal accident occurred. 
His occupation Was supposed to have 
been on the short side of the mill 
where he was employed to transfer 
the* slabs and ti miser to the long side 
of the mill. 
A fellow employe bv 
the name of Christ Peterson called 
to Johnson to come and take his place 
while he went to get a drink of 
water.

end of the plank caught 
Johnson in 
the left side and he was pinched up 
against the band mill. 
The entire 
left side of his body was crushed in 
and every rib was broken. 
The injured man was at once takeu 
to St. Joseph's hospital where he 
di#d a short time after his arrival. 
The deceased was universally likt-d 
among the men working at the mill 
and he had scores of friends, who 
will mourn the loss. 
Johnson had been employed ai the 
mill for only a short time, but he has 
been a resident of this city for nearly 
a year. 
His parents, or rather a 
stepfather and his mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Bundquist, live at U p ­ 
sets, a few miles from Royalton. 
Deceased has two sisters liviug*J,in 
this city, Mrs. Peter Nordquist and 
Mrs. Gust Nordquist. and two cousins 
Henry Peterson and L. G 
Johnson. 
The remains were taken to Royal­ 
ton this afternoon accompanied by 
his relatives for burial.
